Bullock, 27 years old, an of- 
fice worker and part-time night 
student at the  university’s 
School of Commerce and Fi- | 
nance, was shot to death Dec. 
17 outside the Art Museum in 
Forest Park. 

Many police are working on 
angles of the Bullock investi- 
gation in addition to the 15- 
man homicide squad. So far 
they have developed no in- 
formation which would identify 
the killer, but Chief of Detec- 


tives James E. Chapman ex- | 


pressed the belief that the mur- 
der will be solved. 
Promises Protection. 

Sgt. Frank O'Neill, head of 
the homicide squad, promised 
to protect any one who will 
come forward with evidence to 
support a motive or to give 
any other lead in the investi- 
gation. He said the identity of 
any informant will be kept 
from public knowledge. 

O'Neill said persons inter- 
viewed so far by police are 
unanimous in agreement that 
Bullock was a hard-working, 


well-liked man. Bullock, who. 


lived at 1448 Yale avenue, 


Richmond Heights, was a $400- | 


a-month work-order clerk at 
the Union Electric Co. 

Police have found no evi- 
dence to substantiate a report | 
that Bullock had pornographic | 
literature or pictures in his 
possession, O'Neill said. The | 
report developed as a result of 
questioning of the widow, Mrs. 
Edna Ruth Bullock, by an at- 
torney, Mortimer Rosecan, at 
the inquest. 

Rosecan, who was asking 
about Bullock’s sources of in- 
come, inquired if Bullock had 
the pornography in his auto- 
mobile or at home. Mrs. Bul- 
lock replied she knew nothing 
about such material. Rosecan 
represents Dr. Glennon E. En- 
gleman, Mrs. Bullock's former 
husband. 

‘Immortal’ Poems. ; 

“We found no pornographic 
material in Bullock's car after 
the shooting,” O'Neill said. 
“There was a school book on 
the front seat. It was ‘The Im- 
mortal Poems of Shelley and 


Shakespeare.’ Some one might 
Have misread ‘immortal’ as 
‘immoral.’ ” 


O’Neill said police planned 
to talk to an officer of a St. 
Louis county vending machine 
company who name was 
brought into the inquiry at the 
inquest. Mrs. Bullock said he 
had obtained two dates for her 
with. out-of-town customers in 
the period between her divorce 
from Dr. Engleman and her 
marriage to Bullock.

Lowering Price of Goods. 

Devaluation would make the 
france cheaper to buy for other 
members of the Common Mar- 
ket—West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
| gium, The Netherlands and 

_ Luxembourg. This would lower 

(the price of French goods, 
| which generally are higher 
than those of the other five 
countries and therefore will be | 
undersold in free trading with- 
_in the market. The Common | 
| Market begins operation next 
| Thursday. 

Partly as a result of high 
French~ prices, the franc sells 
| for less than the official rate. 

It has been at about 440 to a 
dollar but in anticipation of de- 
valuation it dropped to 471 on 
Wednesday. 

Increasing the value of the 

franc 100-fold would be pri- 
marily an internal psychologi- 
_cal move to make the franc 
look good by making it worth 
almost 20 cents, at least for 
the time being. 

But it might also be coupled 
with devaluation to give 
France a basic unit of ex- 
change almost equal to the 
sound deutschmark of West

The evidence for some such 
exchange is by no means im- 
aginary. In every discussion 
Nikita Khrushchev has ever 
held with Westerners, one of 
the two or three themes he. has 
stressed most strongly is the 
need to “recognize and accept 
the status quo,” By this he 
means several different things, 
but the first thing on the list 
is certainly recognition and ac- 
ceptance of the status quo in 
eastern Europe

cepted” by the West, as long as 
the West insists upon protect- 
ing free Berlin; for the very 
simple reason that the eastern 
European status quo tan never

brilliance and bustle on the 
other side. That contrast can- 
not be hidden. 


Those who have experienced 
wartime internment know only 
too well the first rule of all 
efficient camp commandants.

How to Finance Schools 


Your roving reporter is render- 
ing a real service in visiting 
schools in Eastern Missouri and 
calling attention to existing fire 
hazards. As our school laws re- 
guire children to attend school, 
their safety while in attendance 
should be our first consideration. 

In many cases this is a problem 
which cannot be solved by the 
people of the local district. This 
is proved by a recent survey con- 
ducted by the Research Division 
of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association based upon reports 
received from 496 of the 558 high 
school districts of Missouri. Some 
of the school building needs re- 
vealed by this survey are: 


1, Forty-seven school districts, 
or 9.5 per cent of those reporting, 
were bonded to the constitutional 
limit and therefore could not vote 
additional bond levies 


2. Some 207, or 41.7 per cent 
of the districts reporting, cited 
school building needs of more 
than $52,000,000 in excess of their 
bonding capacity. 

3. Some 364 of the 496 districts 
{ndicated school building needs of 
$167,000,000. 


4. This survey pointed out that 
school districts are finding it more 
difficult to pass bond issues. Be- 
tween July 1, 1956. and Feb. 
15, 1958. a period of 1914 months, 
102 bond issues were defeated.

This situation is due primarily 
to the large increase in property 
taxes during the past few years 
and also to the fact that our cit- 
fzens are becoming more and 
more tax conscious. 

This surely indicates that any 
attempt to meet the school hous- 
ing shortage by a constitutional 
amendment which would increase 
the bonding capacity of school dis- 
tricts beyond the present 10 per 
cent of their assessed valuation 
would in the last analysis result 
in failure simply because the peo- 
ple would not, except in a limited 
number of districts, support such 
a program. 

Should school housing be con- 
sidered an integral part of a state 
foundation program? When the 
school needs of the State of Mis- 
souri were studied by the Citizens 
Committee appointed for that pur- 
Pose almost 10 years ago, it was 
recommended by that committee 
that school housing be considered 
an integral part of the state foun- 
dation program 

Why it was not included when 
the program was submitted to the 
voters I am not prepared to sav. 

On account of the depression 
during the thirties, the war and 
fits aftermath during the forties. 
there éxisted a large backlog of 
school building as we entered 
the fifties.

Since 1950, the various school 
districts have made strenuous ef- 
forts to provide a satisfactory 
school plant 

How can we solve this problem? 
In what direction can we proceed 
so that it will be both feasible 
and advisable? It seems to me 
there is only one direction we 
can move and that is by making 
adequate school housing part of 
the state program. 

Such a step would mean that in 
those school districts that are un- 
able to build a “satisfactory school 
plant” the state would supply the 
additional funds necessary to en- 
able the district to house its chil- 
dren in a building that is san- 
itary and safe.

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Landmark in the Law 


Social progress in perspective becomes a 
mighty, steady flow of countless events that 
merge into one another. Yet now and then 
a landmark stands out and one of these is a 
decision by the Supreme Court handed down 
50 years ago. We refer to the case of the 
historic “Brandeis brief,” Muller vs. Oregon, 
decided in 1908. 

Its issue seems quite elementary now, after 
the passage of a half century. All the Oregon 
Legislature had done was to pass in 1903 a 
law forbidding the employment of women in 
factories and laundries for longer than 10 
hours in one day. Everyone now agrees that 
it was a regulation for the public welfare. 

But we need to see Oregon's 10-hour fae- 
tory law for women, not in terms of 1958 bat 
in the framework of its own day. For in 1908 
the Supreme Court was only three years be- 
vond its 5-to-4 decision in the bakeshop case 
of Lochner vs. New York which rejected a 
state law designed to limit employment in 
bakeries to 60 hours in a week. That was the 
decision which brought Justice Holmes’s 
memorable protest: “The Fourteenth Amend- 
ment does not enact Mr. Herbert Spencer's 
‘social statics.’ ”’ 

e . . 

Oregon officials knew that a victory for 
their 10-hour law for women in factories and 
laundries would amount in part at least to a 
Supreme Court reversal. And so they engaged 
the foremost legal advocate of social causes of 
the times—Louis D. Brandeis, first of Leuis- 
ville and St. Louis, then of Boston, and later 
to sit on the Supreme Court himself by ap- 
pointment of Woodrow Wilson 

The brief that Mr. Brandeis prepared in 
behalf of the Oregon law is what makes 
Muller vs. Oregon a social progress landmark 
in the law. For it was something new in Su- 
preme Court pleading. There was very little 
on the precedent law and for a simple reason: 
there was little law. Indeed the American law 
took up only two pages out of the total of 113 
pages in the brief. The references to foreign 
law took up five pages more. The rest of 
Mr. Brandeis’s brief presented the social and 
economic experience around the world which 
justified the enactment of the Oregon statute. 

To support his case, Mr. Brandeis quoted a 
message of Theodore Roosevelt to Congress, 
a debate in the British Parliament, proceed- 
ings in the French Senate, reports of German 
factory inspectors, the New York Bureau of 
Labor Statistics and the- United ‘States Indus- 
trial Commission. He cited findings in a 
book by Mrs. Sidney Webb, medical authori- 
ties and other qualified groups and persons. 


A good description of the brief appeared 
in the opinion which Justice Brewer wrote 
for a unanimous Supreme Court: 


(After citations to laws): Then follows ex- 
tracts from over 90 reports of committees, 
bureaus of statistics, commissioners of hy- 
giene, inspectors of factories, both in this 
country and Europe, to the effect that long 
hours of labor are dangerous to women, pri- 
marily because of their special physical or- 
ganization. The matter is discussed in these 
reports in different aspects, but all agree as to 
the danger. Following them are extracts 
from similar reports discussing the general 
benefits of shorter hours from an economic 
aspect: 

Individual instances are given tending to 
support the general conclusion. These re- 
ports may be summed up in what an in- 
spector for Hanover, Germany, says: ‘“The 
reasons for the reduction of the working day 
to 10 hours—(a) the physical organization of 
women, ‘b) her maternal functions, (c) the 
rearing and education of the children, (d) 
the maintenance of the home—are all so im- 
portant and so-far reaching that the need for 
such reduction need hardly be discussed. . 


This marshalling of social fact so impressed 
the Supreme Court that the entire bench said 
with Justice Brewer: “We take judicial cogni- 
zance of all matters of general knowledge.” 
The Justices said expressly that Oregon had 
a full right to limit the hours of work a 
woman might do in a factory or laundry. 

Now, after ‘a half century, it is eminently 
in order to salute the Oregon legislators who 
passed the law, Louis D. Brandeis who blazed 
a legal trail with his pioneering brief and 
Justice David J. Brewer and his eight col- 
leagues on the Supreme Court whose forward- 
looking decision riveted a sound principle’into 
the American way of life.

A group of Rutgers University psycholo 
gists wraps Christmas gifts in seven types of 
insincerity—the display gift which lends pres- 
tige to the giver, the placating gift, extorted 
gift, duty gift and so on. We have two time- 
ly theories about this. On the day before 
Christmas, there is only one way to wrap gilts, 
literally or psychologically. That is to wrap 
them in ribbon, with a sigh of relief. On the 
day after Christmas, however, the motive of 
the giver seems less important than the ques- 
tion of who will pick up the wrappings.

Don’t worry about that red sports jacket 
the next time you cut across a pasture’ and a 


bull ‘spots yous. He is color blind and will be. 


no more stirfed.up than if the jacket bore 
plaids of blackvand green. 
bull takes aut after, not the red jacket. 

Put a square of red flannel on the hook 
when catching bull frogs if you like to sée 
red bait at the end of your line. But don't 
think it has any extra appeal for the frog. 
He doesn't see colors either. Or, if you want 
to photograph a family of owls at night flood 
the nest area with red light. You will be 
able to watch their every move. And the 
owls, seeing no light at all, will carry on as 
if in complete darkness. 

These are some of the many things we have 
learned from “What Do Animals See?’’—an 
article written by a husband-and-wife natural- 
ist-teacher-photographer team, Lorus and 
Margery Milne, in the winter issue of The 
American Scholar, We were particularly taken 
with their ‘®t the’ cat’s eye. For now 
we know why a cat sees #0 well when it prowls 
down a pitch-black alley. ‘It is because there 
is an internal mirror inthe eye of every cat. 
This gives light a second chance to be ab- 
sorbed when it is reflected and sent a second 
time through the retina. As the Milnes put it: 
“This represents. 100 per cent gain in illumi- 
nation for the cat.” 

It also explains why we see, even at con- 
siderable distance, the familiar eyeshine when 
the headlights of our automobile pick up a 
cat's eyes in the dark. The cat’s mirrors are 


returning the headlights to us. These special . 


optical charattefistics are the key to the cat's 
habits of life. They tell us why a cat will 
bask in the summer sun or slumber by the 


fireside through the day and then go out cat- 


ting around at night, Natural food is so 


. 


It will be yeu*the ; 


much easier and sweeter to come by that way. 
After reading this article we can only hope 
that the Milnes will continue their research 
and writing on what animals, especially cats, 
see and do. Now that they have taken us 
behind the scenes in a cat's eye, we would 
like to see what they can find out about the 
cat's whisker. And after that, the cat's meow. 


Flickering Candles 

Candles were lighted throughout West Ber- 
lin on Christmas Eve. They signified the 
Berliners’ determination to remain free, and 
followed pledges by the three Allied com- 
manders to keep West Berlin free. 

This pledge is a standing commitment by 
the Allies and not just a Christmas present, 
West Berlin is the symbol of many things— 
of freedom, of the hope for extending free- 
dom in Germany, of the determination of the 
West to resist Soviet threats and encrodch- 
ments. There is no question of the United 
States and its allies retreating from Berlin 
under pressure. 

But it must be admitted that the Soviet 
Union has a geographical advantage in deal- 
ing with the Berlin problem. Russia can 
make things difficult for the Allies and can, 
by removing her own forces, compel the West 
to deal with the unrecognized East German 
authorities. Moreover, Berlin is a symbol. in 
Russian eyes. It is a symbol of an alternative 


to the Communism which surrounds the city,’ — 


and as George F. Kennan writes in Foreign 


Affairs, “In Moscow's eyes this constitutes a ~ 


real danger.” 

While Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko’s 
latest speech repeats threats, it also contains, 
Western observers believe, a bid for negotia- 
tion and compromise. 

In a situation in which nothing short of 
war could force the West out of Berlin or, on 
the other side, compel Russia to surrepder 
East Germany, reasonable men would look 
for some compromise. Mr. Kennan questions 
whether the Kremlin is willing to compro- 
mise, but he also poses the question of wheth- 
er the West will even make the effort: 
“whether the various constructive impulses 
and initiatives which attempt to meet this 
problem must always be so gruffly and timidly 
received by the major Western governments.” 

Up to the point of guarding West Berlin, 
the Allied stand-pat policy is essential. Be- 
yond that it offers no hope for fruitful nego- 
tiations on the future of Germany. To de- 
mand unification based on free elections with- 
out German disarmament is to demand the 
totally unacceptable of Russia. For this plan 
would lead to the exiension of NATO’s mili- 
tary power to the borders of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Mr. Kennan and other thoughtful critics of 
Western policy believe the West must offer 
concessions to get concessions from Russia. 
They hold that military disengagement—how- 
ever gradual and tentative—would reduce 
the possibility of conflict. But the present 
Western policy as to Germany means the ad- 
vancement of military contact eastward, hot 
disengagement. It would be risky if it were 
feasible. 

Since it is not feasible. the policy is stale 
and defensive. The Berlin crisis ought to 
provoke a reappraisal in the Western capitals, 
and some effort to take the initiative. 


Where Does He Stand? 

The dropping of the appointment of Walter 
H. Lerch to the St. Louis County Housing Au- 
thority adds another disgraceful episode to 
the Jefferson Barracks housing story. Mr. 
Lerch, Clayton real estate dealer and Repub- 
lican, was not afraid to state that he favored 
public housing and the Barracks project. His 
successor, Joseph D. Smith Jr., a Democrat, 
is unable to say how he stands on either point. 

This remarkable switch from forthright- 
ness to vagueness was possible because of 
pressure from anti-public housing groups and 
the timidity of county officials. County Su- 
pervisor Luman F. Mathews and Councilman 


George H. Bohrer say they were doubtful! that 


the vacillating County Council would confirm 
Mr. Lerch. So the two Republican officials 
have turned up with a Democratic candidate 
whose political affiliation was strangely un- 
known to them and whose position on public 
housing is unknown to. almost everybody. 

Is Mr. Smith willing to serve on the housing 
authority to help or to wreck public housing? 
He should tell the county where he stands. 


Change Coming Anyway 

One of the reasons advanced against the 
election of a liberal Republican, such as Sena- 
tor Aiken of Vermont or Cooper of Kentucky 
or Kuchel of California, as the Republican 
leader in the Senate is that President Eisen- 
hower does not want to change the leadership 
for the final two years of his Administration. 

But there is bound to be a change whether 
President Eisenhower wants it or not. The 
present Republican leader, Senator Knowland 
of California, is retiring voluntarily from the 


Senate, after his unsuccessful race for Gover, 
_nor of his home state. When Congress meats,

to bé there. Some other Republican must be 
elected to fill the vacancy. 

Since a chafige is inevitable, there is sound 
reason for the leadership to come from the 
liberal Republicans who were strengthened 
by the election of Senators Keating of New 
York, Scott of Pennsylania, and Prouty of 
Vermont; @n the other hand, there is no rea- 
son for the leadership to come from the Old 
Guard whose Brickers and Malones and Rev- 
ercombs were snowed under last November. 

That is why the liberal Republicans ought 
to elect the Republican leader in the Senate 
and, moreover, why they ought to have the 
support of the White House.

Gov. Blair cannot be on hand for the start 
of every piece of state construction through- 
out Missouri, but he did well to come to St. 
Louis to handle the controls of the big power 
scoop shovel that dug up the first earth for 
the new State Office Building. The forthcom- 
ing three-story $1,407,000 structure will pro- 
vide a suitable and convenient home for the 
State Division of Employment Security, now 
inadequately provided for. Moreover its loca- 
tion, at the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Washington, will be a notable help in sta- 
bilizing downtown St. Louis. The building 
itself will fill out a vacant corner on hand- 
some Washington avenue and the hundreds of 
state employes and applicants who enter the 
building will be an asset to downtown busi- 
ness.

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A Story of Good Will 


What Pope John XXIII Did for the Persecuted Jews of Europe

This is a story of good will which 
was enacted during World War II. 
It seems worthwhile retelling now 
because it is also the story of a man 
of great goodness and compassion 
who has now been elevated to the 
position of one of the world’s great 
leaders who affect the course of his- 
tory—Pope John XXIII. 

During World War II, Msgr. An- 
gelo Roncalli who is now Pope John 
XXIII was the papal nuncio in Istan- 
bul, Turkey, a 
highly important 
diplomatic post 
during the war 
because Turkey 
was then one of of 
the few neutral Er 
countries in Eu- Public Opinion 
rope The pe- 
riod was also the 
darkest in the persecution of Euro- 
pean Jews, when hundreds of thou- 
sands of them from all over Nazi- 
occupied territory were being daily 
deported to concentration and death 
camps in Poland for extermination. 


The Mirror 


The Jewish Agency of Jerusalem, 
which made desperate efforts to re- 
move as many Jews as possible to 
Palestine, had then concentrated 
most of its work in Istanbul for the 
game reason. The head of the immi- 
gration department of the agency, 
Chaim Barlas who was in charge of 
that work, had many occasions to 
meet the present Pope, and he now 
relates some little known historic 
facts about the role that Msgr. Ron- 
calli played in that rescue work 
which throw a fascinating light on 
the personality of the new Pope. 


‘Those Most Tragic Years’ 


Among the many pious and good 
the. 


Christians who have helped 
Jews during those most tragic years 
of Nazi persecution, Msgr. Roncalli 
stands out above others, states Bar- 
las in an article in Davar, official 
organ of «¢hHe Israeli Government 
party Mapai ‘(reprinted in the New 
York Zionist daily, Journal-Tog 


From the very first meeting with 
Msgr. Ron¢alli, Barlas writes, he felt 


that he -waprin the presence of a 
lofty peréG@Bality whose interest in 
the Jewtslt Bragedy of the time was 


not merely formal and superficial. 
We Was deeply and sincerely moved 
by the suffering of the Jews and 
showed an eagerness to be of help 
in every way. possible. 

“It would often happen that when 
I would tell him some sad news I 
had received from Poland, Hungary 
or Slovakia, Msgr. Roncalli would 
fold his hands in prayer and tears 
would appear in his eyes,” Barlas 
writes. 


Present Pope in Action 


He would always follow with pro- 
found interest the tragic stories he 
was told; he would ask all the par- 
ticulars, which he would carefully 
mark down in his own hand. He 
would never turn over these mat- 
ters to his secretary or assistant, 
but would personally attend to 
everything that had to be done and 
that he could do. 


Barlas describes three important 
interviews he had with the present 
Pope’ in times of great emergency 
which show the greatness of the man 
in action. One day Barlas received 
an urgent report about the planned 
deportation of all Jews from Slovakia 
to the death camps of Poland. The 
Premier of Slovakia at the time was 
a Catholic priest,.-named: Tiso. There 
were Many interventions to save 
the Slovakian Jews, but they did 
not help. 

Barlas then appealed to Msgr. 
Rontalli dea last resort. The nuncto 

ed the Jewish representative,

as always, with warm friendship and 
sincere readiness to be of help. As 
he read the telegrams which Barlas 
had brought with him, he came 
greatly disturbed and called out in 
despair: “What is to be done?” 
Barlas then suggested he should 
appeal directly to the Pope and ask 
the Holy Father to intervene. Msgr. 
Roncalli immediately agreed, A few 
weeks later reports arrived from 
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—Post-Dispatch, Nov. 11, 1938. 
No Place to Lay Our Heads 


Switzerland and Bratislava, the cap- 
ital of Slovakia, that the deportation 
order had been considerably eased. 

A second emergency arose when a 
report arrived about the planned 
deportation of Bulgarian Jews. Be- 
fore coming to Istanbul, Msgr. Ron- 
calli had been papal nuncio in Sofia 
and it was therefore natural for 
Barlas to appeal to him for help once 
more. This time the man who is 
now Pope John XXIII. after hearing 
the report, sat down at his type- 
writer and personally typed a tele- 
gram to some friends in high posi- 


tion in Sofia asking them to da 
everything possible to avert this de- 
portation. 

Barlas relates that he was deeply 
moved hy the promptness and per- 
sonal interest of the man, that he 
told him that this telegram would 
become a historic document in the 
dark period of the Jews. “If thé 
telegram will accomplish anything,” 
the nuncio replied modestly 


There can be no doubt about the 

accomplishments. The order for the 
deportation of the Bulgarian Jews 
was revoked. They were sent instead 
to provinicial cities in Bulgaria and 
thus the entire Jewish community of 
Bulgaria was saved from death. 
. The third intervention took place 
later, when the Jews of Hungary 
were threatened with similar de- 
portation. This time it was Cardinal 
Spellman who, through the inter- 
mediacy of Roncalli, intervened. The 
Cardinal had come to Istanbul for a 
one-day visit with the papal nuncio. 
Barlas asked Msgr. Roncalli to ar- 
range an interview between himself 
and the Cardinal in order to ask him 
to intervene.

To Barlas’ 
amazement, he was among the first 
to be ushered in to see the Cardinal. 
Msgr. Roncalli himself introduced 
him as “a representative of the Jew- 
ish Agency in Jerusalem” who has 
come on an important mission 

The Cardinal listened attentively 
to Barlas’ plea and promised to do 
everything he could. Barlas was 
later told by the American Ambas- 
sador to Turkey, the late Lawrence 
Steinhardt, that the Cardinal's intér- 
vention was successful in averting 
the deportation. 


Between Book Ends Union Ordeal 


CHANCELLORSVILLE: LEE'S 
GREATEST BATTLE, by Edward J. 
Stackpole. (Stackpole, 384 pgs., $5.75.) 


Taking up where his ‘Drama on 
the Rappahannock” ended with 
Burnside’s defeat in the Fredericks-, 
burg campaign, General Stackpole 
in this, his third Civil War study, 
follows the for- 
tunes of the Army 
of the Potomac and 
“Fighting Joe’ 
Hooker through 
another of the or- 
deals imposed up- 
on the army — 
and upon Presi- 
dent Lincoln and 
the North—by in- 
competent leader- 
ship. 

Having outma- 
neuvered General Lee by crossing 
the Rappahannock and -poising a 
force of some 75,000 men on the 
flank of the Army of North Virginia, 
Hooker, in the judgment of the au- 
thor. lost his nerve when confronted 
by the test of battle against his 
formidable though outnumbered ad- 
versary. Thus another opportunity 
to insure the preservation of the 
Union and to shorten the grim 
struggle between the states was lost. 


Most readers will agree with the 
author that Chancellorsville was 
Lee’s. greatest battle. Seizing the 
initiative when Hooker faltered he 
unhesitantly took what modern sol- 
diers call the .calculated risk. With 
only 16,000 men he held Hooker at 
bay for an entire day while Stone- 
wall Jackson's 30,000 marched 
across the front of the Army of the 
Potomac and fell suddenly and dev-

‘ astatingly on its unprotected flank. 


Brilliant as were the tactics the 
victory was bought at ruinous cost 
when Jackson was mortally wounded

by his own troops. Jackson's absence 
at Gettysburg, just two months later, 
may have been the single factor 
which sealed the fate of the Con- 
federacy. 

This book is not likely to appeal 
to the general reader. Although Gen- 
eral Stackpole has industriously as- 
sembled most of the known facts of 
the Chancellorsville campaign their 
presentation is frequently clumsy 
and repetitious. But the student of 
military leadership, more concerned 
with fact than with form, will find 
here the material needed for his 
purpose. 

The book is illustrated with con- 
temporary drawings and Brady pho- 
tographs. Movements of the oppos- 
ing armies are clearly indicated on 
30 maps; most of them based on the 
map prepared by General Jackson's 
chief topographer and used by Gen- 
eral Lee during the battle.

The author, as a project of th 
Russian Institute at Columbia Uni- 
versity, has filled a gap in research 
on Communism and also produced 
an excellent primer on Leninism. 
Lenin, it is shown, was only inter- 
ested in trade unions as “front” or- 
ganizations obeying the dictates of 
his party of professional revolution- 
aries. In fact, he was against wage 
gains if they made the worker too 
satisfied. There is an interesting 
account of Lenin's struggles with 
the Economists, the bread-and-butter 
trade unionists of Russia around the 
the turn of the century.

slugging crown for 1958. 

Banks was far and away the 
league’s top slugger with a .614 
average, according to official 
figures released today. Willie 
Mays of the Giants, finished 
second with .583, and was fol- 
lowed by Hank Aaron of the 
Braves, with .546, and Frank 
Thomas of the Pirates and 
Stan Musial of the Cardinals, 
each of whom slugged .528. 

Banks, who was named the 
most valuable player in the 
league, compiled his slugging 
mark by collecting 379 total 
bases in 617 times up. His 
league-leading total of 47 hom- 
ers gave him the record for 
most homers ever hit by a 
shortstop in one season. 

The slugging Chicago short- 
stop also led the league in runs 
batted in, with 129, while bat- 
ting .313 

Richie Ashburn of the Phil- 
lies, who won the batting 
crown with an average of .350, 
had a slugging average of only 
.441. but he also led the league 
in walks for the second straight 
year with a total of 97.

BANDUNG, Indonesia, Dec. 
26 (AP)—Yugoslav President 
Josip ‘Tito) Broz said yester- 
day that atomic weapons have 
enslaved and threaten to de- 
stroy their inventors. He called 
again for an immediate bar on 
nuclear tests and for disarma- 
ment. 


Donning academic robes to 
receive Padjadjaran State Uni- 
versity’s first honorary docto- 
rate, the visiting President de- 
clared: “Devastate nuclear 
weapons conceived as a most 
powerful weapon of victory 
have shown themselves to be 
merely weapons of destruction 
and over-all defeat—a weapon 
of war without a victory.” 

He said even the tests “im- 
perial the existence of present 
and future generations.”

Maigret to the Life 
AS ONE who has read at least two dozen of George 


Simenon’s fascinating Maigret detective stories, I can tes- 
tify that Jean Gabin in the French film, “INSPECTOR 
MAIGRET,” at the APOLLO THEATER, is a perfect real- 
ization of the famous Parisian sleuth. He 
doesn't spring to life out of the pages of 
the book. Rather he emerges slowly, 
heavy, plodding, with the strength of an 
enormous calm. 

As directed by Jean Delannoy, this is an 
absarbing exercise in suspense, done with 
Gallic realism and a fine attention to 
characterization. A psychotic murderer has stabbed to 
death four women in the back streets of Paris. Each time 
he telephones a message to Inspector Maigret to inform 
him of the crime. Maigret is tired. He wants to retire to 
the country. But this is a duty and a challenge he can't 
ignore. Maigret can't be beaten. His only real clues are 
that all the women are short, brunette and slightly plump, 
that the murderer has some sort of sex frustration and is 
egotistical. So the detective baits his trap to catch the 
killer in his own egotism. Slowly Maigret closes in on him, 
and once he has met his quarry, plays a cat and mouse psy- 
chological game, that old Maigret trick. 

What unfolds is a pretty sordid and grim tale of the 
effects of a neurotic childhood, but it is so vividly done 
that it is engrossing all the way. In the final shot we leave 
Maigret plodding dejectedly through the rain, presumably 
wishing it was a better world so he could get some rest. 
He deserves it, but I for one hope they don't give it to 
him. We would like to see some more of Maigret as M. 
Gabin does him.

WALT DISNEY, having made lots of money out of.a 
picture about a boy and a dog last Christmas season, this 
year gives us another sure-fire offering. a story about a 
boy and a horse, in “TONKA,” at the ORPHEUM.

MANY ST. LOUISANS have 
in the last few days had the 
unusual opportunity of hearing 
at first hand some rare stories 
about boy gangs of the Lower 
East Side of New York.

Father Myers is somewhat 
high church in his very use of 
Father,” but he is not remote 
from the realities of life.

That serves as a sort of a 
qualification paper, a creden- 
tial for Father Myers to pre- 
sent as he comes forth with 
some conclusions he has 
reached, for it is evident that 
he has “reached” his boys. 


He dwelt at some length on 
the magnitude of the problem, 
and in some detail, in a relaxed 
conversation in the uncommon 
quiet of the bishop’s office 
high above Locust street. 


It was a rough picture. A 
steadily decreasing age _ at 
which youngsters take to nar- 
cotics—now 13 and 14. Broken 
homes. Fighting, stealing and 
a broad and general breakage 
of laws of all chapters of the 
book. 

“What can be done about 


it?” he was asked 

“Nothing, to be perfectly 
blunt about it,” he replied 

He paused, and then started 
talking about some of the 
things than can indeed be done 
about it, and are being done, 
but on nothing like the heroic 


scale that must be undertaken 


if any headway is to be made 


, for the long run. 


He and his staff, handling 
thousands of teen-agers in two 
missions on Henry street, St. 
Augustine’s and St. Christo- 
pher’s, must keep hard at it 
to stay even with the run of 
the problem. It is always there 
with full steam, to gain on 
them in the dark 

His major conclusions: 

1. On narcotics, our society 
must abandon the punitive ap- 
proach to treatment and be 
ready to provide psychiatric and 
medical treatment (as of other 
illnesses), not punishment. 

2. Youngsters must be given 
realizable goals — with empha- 
sis on realizable. 

Running through the prob- 
lems of the street boys are the 
problems of the adult society 
of New York City, not to say 
the problems of the adult so- 
ciety of this country. 

For one thing, it is of no help 
when the youngsters hear of a 
policeman taking protection 
money, or when they know that 
their father had to pay $300 
just to get the key to the apart- 


ment they waited so long to 
move into. Or when they hear 
of the building inspector who 


can be bought off for a little 
graft and caused to ignore 
something he knows he should 
report. 

In joining gangs and doing 
other things they do, the boys 
of the Lower East Side often 
are only doing the most natural! 
thing in the world. 

For example, the boy at 
school who has been having to 
pay 25 cents a week for pro- 
tection—his own personal pro- 
tection, to keep from getting a 
beating. 

He gets awfully tired of 
forking over 25 cents a week 
just to keep bigger boys off his 
back. He hears of other boys 
in the same fix he is in. Presto! 
They pool their miseries and 
they have the nucleus of an 
organization—a gang. More 
likely, they hear of a gang of 
long standing, in which mem- 
bership is open to them. So 
they join. 

Delinquency, Father Myers 
has found, is a problem for the 
whole community, not just for 
those immediately concerned, 
because the foul edges of the 
scourge are touching them, 
touching them where they can 
feel it now.

Both are vintage Broadway successes; both are 
of the same mean level of sentimentality; both are 
full safe (which is the opposite of half safe) in the 
sense that you can hardly attack either of them 
unless you are prepared to come out against 
motherhood and the flag, too. And both the plays, 
I think, are a bit dull. 


The way things are going you'd swear that any day 
now DuPont would revive “What Every Woman Knows” 
and, by George, you'd be right. That'll be the next one. 
Not that there’s anything really bad about any of these. 
The Show of the Month is a splendid thing to look forward 
to, what with television being in the awful state it is.

hearted way. One of the men (Jackie Cooper) is an Ameri-- 


can known by an odd coincidence as Yank, an Aussie 
(Richard Harris), Yclept Digger, a Briton called Tommy— 
jove, what an apt name'—and a New Zealander tagged 
Kiwi. Not only are they impaled with those names but they 
are all so confoundedly American or Australian or British 
or New Zealand that you want to kick them. 


Into this tight little group strides a dour Scot named 
Lachlen McLachlen who rebuffs all efforts to be friendly 
with words like: “I dinna like to have things done for me. 
.--1 place little value on talking for naught....I dinna 
need companionship.” And like that. 


Against this rudeness under which you sense 
(if they didn’t spell it out for you in lights) a 
lonely boy, Barbara Bel Geddes plays a nurse whe 
smiles tremulously and softly pleads and is so 
utterly angelic that I wanted to stick a pin in her 
to see if she bled blood or perhaps honey.

MANNING GURIAN turnea 
his back on New York and on 
the self-styled experts and took 
his show on the road. It was 
a gamble. He's winning. 

“Why should a handful of 
New York critics dictate the 
fate of a show?” this non- 
conformist producer inquired.

When the comedy-drama 


“The Warm Peninsula,” by Joe 
Masteroff, took to the hinter- 
lands for an entire season be- 
fore its 1959 opening on Broad- 
way it represented a _ twist 
unique in modern-day show 
business and the wised-up 
theater crowd predicted vary- 
ing degrees of disaster. 

Producer Gurian stuck to his 
theory. 


“I think the people should 
get a chance to judge a show 
for themselves,” he said. St. 
Louisans will get a chance 
to judge “Peninsula” at the 
American Theater starting to- 
night through Jan. 3 


And Producer Gurian, after 
only eight weeks on the road, 
with 18 more to go, even be- 
fore the Broadway run, already 
has half the total investment 
back—and a whole gang of 
happy backers with rosy pros- 
pects. By the time he gets to 
Broadway he'll be playing on 
the house’s money. 


Gurian is a_ soft-spoken, 
Suave man with long experi- 
ence in show business—with 
such lights as Rodgers and 
Hammerstein and many others 
—but this is his first solo role 
as producer. Formerly he did 
some writing but was primarily 
a business manager. 


And his bold decision was 
based in part on that most 
stirring motivation, that inspir- 
ing stimulus which can make 
romantics of us all: The cash 
register. 

But even more importantly, 
his decision stemmed from a 
desire to make as certain as 
possible that his vehicle for his 
wife wouldn't get shot down 
before it got off the ground. 
His wife is Julie Harris. 

“My wife is in love with the 
theater,” he said. “A true 
actress must act. We spent 
four years—looking over more 
than 400 scripts—to find the 
right show.

Duck Hunting at Possum 


By Leonard Hall 


A, HILL -COUNTRY FARM: 


many miles from a main fly- 
way is hardly ideal habitat for 
waterfowl. Yet there are sea- 
sons when not a day passes in 
spring and autumn but what we 
have ducks dropping in on our 
pond or along the creek. Now 
and then, moreover, we are vis- 
ited by bands of geese; Cana- 
das in autumn and blue geese, 
white-fronted and snow geese 
in spring. The variety of ducks, 
moreover, surprises us and in a 
good year may add up to nine 
or 10 species. 


These are, of course, travel- 
ing waterfowl. They arrive in 
late evening or at night, so that 
the likeliest time to see them 
is in early morning before they 
take off again on migration. 
Generally when startled, they 
do not remain in the neighbor- 
hood but circle once or twice 
and then line out to north or 
south, depending on the time 
of year. There are, however, a 
few exceptions to this rule and 
especially with the ducks that 
decoy readily. In a year when 
waterfowl spread out over the 
flyway and use the creeks and 
farm ponds, we may have a bit 
of shooting, unless the water is 
frozen solidily, as it has been 
much of this season. 


Now and then in the warm 
years we drive to the bottom 
fields in early morning, leav- 
ing the car within walking 
distance of the Big Pond, 
where we have a few decoys 
anchored in a likely bay. 
There’s no need for a blind, 
since the heavy growth of 
sericea lespedeza offers am- 
ple concealment. 


Tiger pushes ahead to the 
pond dam and any ducks which 
have spent the night there take 
wing, although they are not 
especially alarmed. They swing 
south toward the Woods Pond, 
but by this time my duck call 
is sending a seductive invita- 
tion across the water. Almost 
always the ducks circle west to 
the creek and then swing back 
for another look at the pond.

THE MOVIE INDUSTRY is 
ending another rocky year with 
its battle to win back its lost 
audience still unresolved. 

The producers were trying 
harder than ever in 1958, and 
they had some success.

If all goes well, Tiger retrieves 
his mallard and our morning 
hunt is over. 

Rarely we bag a duck or two, 
along the creek—and there have 
been one or two occasions in 
our dozen years at Possum Trot 
when we've come home from 
an afternoon’s hunt with an 


interesting mixed bag. Down 
along Saline creek is a low- 
lying swale where a_ small 


spring branch joins the stream. 
During migration this is a regu- 
lar stopping point for wood- 
cock, which travel singly and 
at low altitude. Once or twice 
we have happened on this spot 
in late evening or early morn- 
ing during the season ,and 
jumped one of the mysterious 
little “timber doodles” which 
takes off in silent, wavering 
flight that makes it a tricky 
target. 

At the back of the farm, 
Saline slows down in a long 
pool of comparatively still wa- 
ter before plunging into the 
granite “shut-in.” This is an 
occasional stopping place for 
ducks, since this water remains 
open after the ponds are fro- 
zen. There's little chance of 
surprising them, but now and 
then, if Tiger jumps the big 


birds, 


they'll come upstream 
through the timber and afford 
a sporting shot. Then if to our 
woodcock and single duck we 
add a pair of bobwhites from 


, the two or three coveys we're 


sure to find, we head home 
with a varied enough bag to 
have made a satisfactory after- 
noon. 

In the course of an average 
autumn, ring-necks seem our 
most plentiful ducks; these be- 
ing small fellows quite like the 
lesser scaup and, also like this 
species, often called “blue bill.” 


This preponderance of ring- | 


necks is odd since they are no- 


where plentiful and are almost | 


never found in large flocks. 
But they like protected water 
and this they find at the farm 
ponds. Other ducks we often 
see in both spring and autumn 
include mallards, pintails, gad- 
walls, baldpates, blue and green- 
winged teal, shovelers and the 
lesser scaups. Mergansers also 
visit the ponds and weve had 
several cormoronts during the 
years and a single loon. 


A shot at a goose is a very 
rare thing, for our autumn 
birds come in small bands 
and are extremely wary. Re- 
cently a flock used our corn- 
field for a week, along with 
bobwhites, doves, meadow- 
larks and assorted songbirds. 
Three or four times we saw 
them lift from the field and 
go trading off toward the 
creek or neighboring corn- 
fields and once we watched 
them land in one of our wild- 
life food patches. 


Somehow I never see these 
big birds without recalling my 
first Canada goose, bagged 
many years ago on the day be- 
fore Christmas. We were duck 
hunting on the Missouri river 
with a string of nearly 100 wild 
decoys and the river was rising 
so that we had to move every 
hour or so. In mid-afternoon 
we saw four honkers drop into 
a willow slough perhaps a mile 
away across the bottom. 

I was the only one foolish 
enough to make the long trek 
on the unlikely chance of get- 
ting close for a shot. The last 
300 yards was a craw! through

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Recipes ef hal Good Eating

EVERY NOW AND THEN I 
get a letter from an irate fem- 
inine reader who acctlxés me 
of hating wemen. I want to 
make it clear right nuw that 
I don’t hate women. I'm very 
fond of women, singly and col- 
lectively, and I would even go 
so far as to say that women 
are here to stay. It’s just that 
I don’t have a very high re- 
gard for a lot of women 
cooks. 

1 also get letters from peo- 
ple who accuse me of being a 
culinary snob.* They complain 
that some of the recipes which 
appear in this space are too 
complicated, and a lot of them 
are expensive. Well, I can only 
say in answer to that, it has 
been pointed out in this column 
more than once it isn’t being 
written for people who want to 
know what to do with some 
left-over cold meat and a sau- 
cer of left-over broccoli. Nor is 
it for people who want to know 
how to whip up a full course 
dinner in 15 minutes by toss- 
ing a few frozen things in hot 
water. It’s for people who are 
interested in creating a good 
dish. And that doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean Poulette en Cas- 
serole Bretonne; it can just 
as well mean corned beef hash 
which, to deny the canard of 
snobbery, happens to be a dish 
of which I am very fond. 

But it has to be prepared 
with skill, not dumped out of 
a can. For example: Take four 
cups of ground corned beef and 
four cups of cold boiled pota- 
toes, and put a cup of onions 
through the chopper, Mix it up 
well and moisten it with a 
scant cup of cold water. Sea- 
son it well with salt and pep- 
per and pack it in a buttered 
baking pan. Dot it with butter 
and pour a cup of chili sauce 
over it. Bake it in a medium 
oven for half an hour or so 
and you'll see what I mean. 


ANOTHER inexpensive and 
simple dish I like is meat loaf, 
but there are meat loaves and 
meat loaves, nd a good meat 
loaf is not just a hunk of 
ground beef seasoned with salt 
and pepper and stuck in the 
oven. 

First, make two and a half 
cups of poultry dressing. Then 
grind a pound of round steak 
with the meat from a thick 
pork chop. Season it with salt 


and pepper. Add a_ small, 
minced onion and half a 
chopped green pepper. Pour 


in enough milk to make it 


hang together.

In a greased pan lay down 
a layer of meat about half an 
inch deep. Then a layer of 
the dressing and so on, ending 
with meat on top. Lay strips 
of bacon over it all. Pour in 
a can of tomato soup and bake 
it in a moderate oven for about 
an hour. 


AS I SAID, this column was 
never meant to be a guide to 
Birdie the Bride on how to 
boil an egg or make a simple 
cream sauce. But at the same 
time we've never. spurned 
dishes because they were sim- 
ple. Or plain. Thanks to the 
influence over a_ period of 
years of Maggie and Jiggs, peo- 
ple in this country came to 
look upon corned beef and 
cabbage as a very lowbrow 
dish. This is unfortunate, be- 
cause it has a lot to recom- 
mend it. If you've never tried 
it, here’s how: 

Get a four- to six-pound 
hunk of corned beef and put it 
in a pot of cold water, enough 
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to know what to do with some 
saucer of left-over broccoli. 


to cover it, and bring it to a 
boil. Then lower the heat, 
cover the pan, and let it just 
simmer until it gets tender, 
which will take three hours for 
a four-pound piece, four hours 
for six pounds. 

About three-quarters of an 
hour before serving time, quar- 
ter your cabbage and put it in 
with the corned beef. When 
you're ready to eat, serve the 
cabbage on plates, slice the 
corned beef and put the slices 
over the cabbage, and have at 
hand some good, freshly ground 
horseradish. 


SPEAKING of lowbrow dish- 
es, a couple that don’t get the 


recognition they deserve are 
pig knuckles and pig feet. In 
speaking of the latter, I mean 
the fresh, not pickled variety. 

To cook them, pct them ‘n 
cold water and bring the water 
to a boil. Lower the flame and 
let them simmer. Toss in an 
onion studded with cloves, a 
bay leaf, a pinch of thyme and 
two or three cut-up carrots. 
Let them simmer. 

When they're nice and ten- 
der, take them out and split 
them lengthwise. 
make a sauce as follows: 


saucepan with a clove of garlic, |

Sport of Tobogganing

TWO OLD-TIME sports of 
childhood are connected with 
sleds and toboggans. 


Sledding, or sliding, remains 
popular in some sections, but 
elsewhere it is less common 
than in past years. When there 
is danger from motor traffic, 
it is foolish to take such a risk. 


Here and there in a city, 
we may find a street which 
has been blocked off to per- 
mit safety im sliding. If this 
is done in a thorough-going 
manner, with complete safety 
at crossings, it permits enjoy- 
able winter sport. 


Bobsledding is followed in 
various places. It is popular 
in central and northern Europe, 
also in parte of Canada. Usually 
a bobsled carries from four to 
10 persons. 

In the winter Olympics, bob- 
sledding is a regular feature. 
Some bobsleds have traveled 
at a rate of more than a mile 
a minute for short stretches, 

In the sport of tobagganing, 
people also ride ‘‘close to the 
ground.” They travel less 


rapidly, on the average, than 
on bobsleds, but go fast enough 
for pleasure.

to us from the Algonquian In- 
dians. Members of the Micmac 
and other Algonquian tribes 
were using toboggans when 
early French explorers made 
their way through Canada. 
Canada remains a center for 
the toboggan. Many thousands 
of Canadians ride down snow- 
covered slopes, and some use 
“chutes” for their toboggans. 


A small toboggan may be 
only 6 feet long and 18 inches 
wide. Some toboggans have 
a width of 3 feet, and a 
length of 10 feet or more. 


Toboggans are used in parts 
of Europe, and they are fairly 
popular in Switzerland. A 
widely known Swiss toboggan 
“run” is called the Cresta, and 
has curves which are banked 
with snow. Some Cresta tobog- 
ganers have traveled more than 
half a mile a minute.
